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project funded

The Four-Township sewer 
program for ‘construction of 
sanitary and interceptor sewers 
in the unincorporated areas of 
the Quad-City area has been 
funded - by the Illinois 
Environmental. Protection 
Agency, authorities were in- 
formed early this week. 

The funding will be for the 
1975 fiscal year which begins 
July 1, 1975, according to word 
received by Walter “Dick” 

* Sparks, chairman of the Four- 
Township sewer committee and 
supervisor of Chouteau 
Township. The project has been 
funded at 75 per cent of the total 
cost with Illinois state funds. 

The plan calls for con- 
struction of sanitary lateral 
lines to serve Chouteau, 
Nameoki and Venice areas and 
interceptor sewers that will 
carry sewage to the Granite 
City secondary sewage treat- 
ment plant. The Granite City 
plant will treat the sewage on a 
fee basis paid by sewer users, 

Edward Juneau of the 
Sheppard, Morgan & Schwaab 
engineering firm which is 
preparing detailed working 
plans and specifications for the 
sewer project, said the notice of 
funding includes provision for 
filing a number of required 
documents to activate the 
grant. 

“Our first step will be to 
acquire a Step Two grant which 
will take care of, all of the 
preliminary work such as the 
preliminary planning, 
engineering and completion of 
detailed design work," Juneau 
said. 

“This must be done before we 
could receive any funds for 
construction work,” he added. 

The Four-Township sewer 
program is sponsored by the 
Madison County Board which 
will have to approve a revenue 
bond issue to provide the local

Although an increase in the 
estimated cost of the project 
from $12 million to $16 million 
has been discussed, Juneau said 
yesterday that ‘We still hope to 
build the sewers at $12 million.”

Tornado threatens area

A highly visible grayish-black 
funnel cloud swooped down- 
ward twice early Monday 
evening over the Quad-Cities, 
but fortunately the twister 
failed to touch ground and little 
damage resulted from its visit 

The cone-shaped cloud, 
trailing a long twisting tail, 
extended from a layered mass 
of dark clouds. Hundreds of 
local observers reported its 
outline as “very distinct and 
well defined.”” 

Granite City police were 
notified at 5:03 p.m. Monday 
that a tornado had been sighted 
by the public and officers im- 
mediately activated the war- 
ning siren network throughout 
the city. 

Sirens were sounded promp- 
tly in Madison, Venice and 
Pontoon Beach. The U. S. 
Weather Service at Lambert-St. 
Louis International Airport 


Venice schools face deficit 


The Venice Board of 
Education adopted a $2,046,080 
tentative budget for operation 
of the Venice Public Schools and 
Venice-Lincoln Technical 
Center during 1974-75 at its 
meeting Monday night. 

Expenses at tWe Venice- 
Lincoln adult vocational school, 
reimbursed from federal and 
state funds, account for $518,753 
in the overall budget. 

The total budget figure shows 
a $342,462 increase over last 
year’s appropriation of 
$1,703,618. However,"a 6% per 
cent salary increase for Venice 
teachersand subsequent raises 
for the custodial staff and 
secretarial workers 
reflected in the new budget. 

Vénice Supt. of Schools 
Robert N. Vickers pointed out 
that without the raises granted 
in June to district employes, the 
remaining budget shows a 
reduction of an estimated 
$40,000 from the previous 12 
month figure. 

Anticipated revenue listed in 
the new budget is set at 
$1,756,271, an increase of 
$310,767 over the 1973-74 
revenue listed at $1,445,504. 

The fiscal appropriation 
figures will remain posted for 
public inspection in the Venice 
District 3 board office for 30 
days, Supt. Vickers said. A 
public hearing on the tentative 
budget is set for Sept. 16. 

‘The overall tentative budget 
figure of $2,046,080 against the 
total anticipated revenue figure 
of $1,756,271 shows a total deficit 
of $289,809. The deficit will be 
increased by whatever amounts 
are added to the district funds in 
the permanent budget to be 
adopted next month. 

Total expenditures in the 
educational fund in the new 
budget are $1,534,049, up by 
$240,269, while revenue is 
$1,345,351, 

Building maintenance and 
operations expenses are listed 
in the 1974-75 budget at $339,975, 
up by $65,418 over last year, 
with revenue listed at $228,627. 

Bonds and interest payments 
are budgeted at $38,950, down 
by $6,875, with revenue listed at 
$38,132. 

Transportation expenditures 
are listed at $106,734 up by 
$37,126, with revenue of 
$103,168. 

Municipal retirement ex- 
penses are set at $26,372, up 
$6,523, with anticipated revenue

Drainage contract let

A plan to provide drainage 
along Harrison Avenue near 
D'Lynn Drive was approved by 
the Nameoki Town Board of. 
Auditors Monday night and a 
contract was awarded for the 
work. 

The only bidder on the work 
was George L. Arnold & Son 
Construction Co. of Granite City 
for $8,950. Louis Whitsell, 
township supervisor, explained 
there had been some last- 
minute changes in the project 
prior to the releasing of 


specifications which increased 
the cost of the project above the 
townshfp's original estimate of 
$7,000 for the work. 

He said two additional catch 
basins were added to the plan 
after residents of the* area 
rejected the first plan. The 
residents gave easements for 
the work under the provision 
that they would have to approve 
the final plans before work 
could begin. 

The residents made one other 
stipulation which was presented 
to the board Monday night— 
that a surveyor study the grade 


and certify that the plan will 
drain the area, prior to 
groundbreaking for the project. 

The board gave Whitsell the 
authority to hire a surveyor to 
complete the study quickly so 
work on the drainage line .an 
begin. 

The plan calls for a system, 
part underground and part 
swail, which will drain by 
gravity flow into a holding pond 
being constructed by Arnold in 
the new Northland Estates 
area.

‘The multi-colored silos put 
a finishing artistic touch on 
what must be one of the most 
attractive industrial sites in 
the nation: the landscaped; 
spit-and-polish surface facili- 
ties at Eastern Associated Coal 
Corp.’s Keystone No. 5 Mine 
at Affinity, W. Va. 

Creator of the silo art is one 
of America’s most distin- 
guished and versatile artists, 
Virgil D. Cantini, presently 
professor of studio arts and 
education at the University of 
Pittsburgh. Mr. Cantini was 
commissioned by Eastern late 
in 1972 to suggest a design for 
the clean and raw coal silos 
that had just been constructed 
at the new mine. The result 
was a striking “keystone” de- 
sign in seven colors—red, 
plack, orange, light blue, dark 
blue, lavender and dark pur- 
ple. e 

Five commercial painters 
used some 530 gallons of paint 
—175 gallons of primer, 350 
gallons of color, 5 gallons of 
white—in transferring Can- 
tini’s design from scale models 
to the silos, which have a com- 
bined exterior surface of 
40,359 square feet. 

“T was intrigued with the 
idea of using silos as art 
objects when it was first posed. 
to me by Eastern’s late Chair- 
man, Eli Goldston,” said Can- 
tini. “It was an entirely new 
and different experience for 
me. 

“Mr. Goldston had a flair 
and feeling for people and 
places and I shared with him 
the feeling that beauty does 
not have to'be relegated to a 
museum. Why can’t it be in a 
place where work, eat 
walk or play? I honestly be- 
Have that art, does eubcon- 
sciously affect the lives of peo- 
ple, Through color and shapes 

tried to depict a ‘joy of life’.”

It's time to renew 
your firearm IDs 


By ART SCHUMANN 


Now is a good time for hunt- 
ers to check the expiration 
date on their Firearms Owner 
Identification cards. Guns can 
be confiscated by law en- 
forcement personnel during 
the hunting season if the hunt- 
er is without the proper card. 

The Illinois ent of 
Law Enforcement issued 
more than 850,000 of these 
cards during 1988 alone. This 
was first year that the 
cards‘were required. Many of 
these cards are now expiring, 


upcoming hunting season. 

All persons 18 and older 
must have a card if they own, 
handle or acquire firearms. 
Those under 18 must have 
written consent or a parent or 
guardian who owns a fire- 
arms owner card. 

There is a $5 charge for the 
five-year card, $2 of which 
goes for administrative work 
involved in processing of the 
card, and the remainder goes 
to the Department of Conser- 
vation’s Fish and Game Fund. 

This money is used to pro- 
tect wildlife, to fund various 
conservation areas and hunt- 
ing preserves, and to provide 
a safety education course for 
hunters. Renewal cards can 


be obtained at most sporting 
goods stores, police stations, 
county or city offices or from 
the Department of Law En- 
forcement in Springfield. 

The Illinois Department of 
Conservation is now accept- 
ing applications for deer shot- 
gun hunting permits. There 
has been considerable inter- 
est among hunters asking for 
recommendations on where to 
hunt deer. 

Most of the hunting lands 
for deer in Illinois are in pri- 
vate ownership, which means 
the hunter had better look for 
a place to hunt and to ask per- 
mission from the owner to 
hunt. 

One of the top areas is the 
Shawnee National Forest, 
which covers 240,000 acres of 
rolling hills, lakes and rock 
outcroppings, which stretch 
across southern Dlinois from 
te Missieiee) River to the: 

0. area supports a 
large deer herd and hunters 
who work at it have a good 
chance of bagging deer. 

In all, there are over 500 
campsites in the forest which 
are used on a first come, first 
served basis.

plan, the holding pond will be 
emptied by an underground line 
into newly installed drainage 

tiles along Route 203. 

The town board also 
discussed progress on designing 
of a plan to drain the Parkview 
Estates area. The Sheppard, 
Morgan and Schwaab 
engineering and consulting firm 
of Granite City is preparing 
detailed plans for that -project 
which should be completed by 
the end of this month, Whitsell 
told the auditors. 

He said public drainage 
easements are available which 
he felt should be dedicated to 
the township's highway com- 
missioner before being used in 
the project. 

Mrs. Helen Hawkins, tewn- 
ship health officer until Monday 
night, said the Alton & Southern 
Railroad is enlarging culverts 
under its tracks in that area. 
‘The work was assisting trapped 
water in escaping eastward. 

A group of farmers and their 
wives protested the work 
Wednesday, attempting to 
convince railroad workers at 
the scene to halt the culvert 
enlarging operations. An in- 
junction was obtained by 
Joseph and Ethel Gieszelmann, 
on whose property the water 
was flowing, halting the work 
until a hearing for a temporary 
injunction at 9:30 a.m. Monday 
in Madison County Circuit Court 
at Granite City. 

The Parkview Estates 
drainage plan calls for an un- 
derground line from Snowbird 
Lane about 250 feet. into a 
concrete swail system which 
will carry the water to the Alton 
& Southern Railroad tracks. 

The larger culverts then 
become an essential part of the 
project as the water is to flow 
under the tracks and onto’ the 
farm property on the east side. 

Township officials contend 
the Gieszelmanns have blocked 
a natural drainage area and 
have even constructed dams to 
stop the water from flowing 
onto their farm land. The 
Gieszelmanns are believed to 
feel their property is not a 
watershed and the township and 
railroad are flooding their land 
illegally 

Following Monday night's 
town board meeting, the 
Township Board of Health met 
to discuss drainage. Whitsell 
and Township Assessor Carl 
Macios were the only ones 
present who could vote. The 
board consists of three mem- 
bers and Douglas Teetor, 
township clerk, was absent. 

Whitsell and Macios con- 
curred in the town board’s vote 
to award the contract on the 
Harrison Avenue drainage 
program 

They also, as the board of 
health, initiated planning for a 
program to drain Shirleen 
Drive near Maryville Road, 
where a drainage ditch has been 
clogged and residents have had 
to pump water from their 
basements into the street. 

Residents -have complained 
that the water remains in the 
street and becomes stagnant 
c n play in the water and 
sever# have been injured, they 
reported. One child was said to 
have become ill from drinking 
the stagnant water. 

Whitsell said he felt one man 
had added dirt to his property 
and had blocked the small 
drainage ditch that exists there. 
He said the ditch is in a public 
drainage right-of-way and legal 
action can be taken to open it. 

Despite several fences which 
cross the easement, Whitsell 
commented, ‘‘There is an 
easement there. Just get a 
backhoe in and dig a ditch and 
just dare them to fill it in. 
Eitheythat or we can get the 
owners to open it or take them 
to court.” 

Macios suggested the issue be 
referred to the township at- 
torney to determine if the board 
of health has the authority 
to open the ditch. He also 
made a motion to hire a sur- 
veyor to determine the drainage 
needs along Shirleen Drive 
which passed. 

Whitsell also was authorized 
to cHeck surveyors’ prices and 
report to the board of health 
before hiring one. 

The board accepted the 
resignation of Mrs. Helen 
Hawkins, health officer for the 
township, She resigned after 
filing against Whitsell in the 
race for the Madison County 
Board seat now held by Whit- 


sell. 

The health board reviewed 
applications from several 
persons for the health inspector 
post and set a meeting for7 p.m. 
Tuesday; Aug. 20 to interview 
invited candidates. The 
auditors also were -invited to 
submit names of other persons 
interested in the post. 

Whitsell and Macios also 
discussed the township's 
mosquito spraying program 
and agteed to check with the 
county -on requirements for 
having a) spray machine 
opetator certified. 

Whitsell said although the 
township has no mosquito 
abatement district, ‘we spray 
for health reasons and to 
protect the Highway depart.

watched the tornado cloud dip 
and raise and believed the 
funnel was centered over 
Wilson Park. 

A motorist traveling home 
from his job in Granite City 
along Route 40, near Fairmont 
City, said he looked backward 
and saw “a big black funnel 
hanging over the Quad-City 
area with lots of rain behind it.” 

_ Victor H. Koenig, Granite 
City civil defense director, 
stresséd again that sirens are 
not activated unless a tornado 

has actually been sighted 
in the area or the U, S. 
Weather Service notifies local 
authorities that a funnel cloud 
is heading toward the Quad- 
Cities. 

Upon hearing the sirens, 
residents should turn on 
their radios and take im-~- 
mediate precautions, such as 
going into a basement at home 
or a central room away from 
windows if without a basement.

The siren network is not 
activated for storm warnings or 
a tornado watch, the CD 
director emphasized. “It means 
one has been sighted, or is in the 
vicinity, so residents are urged 
to listen to their radio for 
specific information and take 
immediate céver if conditions 
warrant doing so,” he added.

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U.S.-SOVIET TRADE 
Are we buying Moscow's 
version of Brooklyn Bridge?

WASHINGTON — The Sovi-

Asa remit of agreements 
signed in 1972, U.S. exports to 
Russia have climbed sharply, 
from $161 million in 1971 to 
$542 million in 1972 and $1.2 
billion in 1973. 

Since 1973 imports from the 
Soviet Union totaled only $214 
million, the trade surplus in 

Washington’s favor of more 
than $970 million made a large 
contribution to the U.S bal- 
ance of payments surplus for 
1973. 

Longer-run projections sug- 
gest that the objective of a $2 
billion to $3 billion two-way 
trade for the next three or 
four years is & feasible goal. 

U.S. grain.exports have led 
the trade surge during weak 
Soviet crop years. 

But sales of manufactured 


and high technology goods are 
increasing and seem to pre- 
sent the best long-range pros- 
pects for continuing trade. 

‘Increased Soviet reliance 
on American technology — to 
paper over defects in their 
own system, some suggest — 
is partly responsible for the 
warm reception American 
businessmen are getting in 
Moscow these days. 

The quid pro quo is sup- 
posed to be Western produc- 
tion know-how and capital 
goods in return for Soviet raw 
materials badly needed in the 
United States. ~ 

What about political by- 
products of the warming 
trade relationship? Is in- 
creased U.S.-Soviet trade due 
to political detente, a factor in 
detente, or are trade relation- 
ships beside the point in terms 
of international politics? 

Alexander Hamilton once 
said that “the spirit of com- 
merce has a tendency to soft- 
en the manners of men and to 
extinguish those inflammable 
humors which so often have 
kindled into wars.” 

Politieal scientist Walter 
Laqueur is skeptical. By and 
large, he said, ‘the contribu- 
tion of foreign commerce to 
the cause of peace is about as 
great as that of international 
ice hockey matches.” 

Commentator Stephen 
Rosenfeld, another skeptic, 
said the notion that those who 
trade together de nat fight is 
debunked by history — Ger- 
many’s robust trade with 
France and Britain in both 
1914 and 1939 just before the 
two world wars. 

Moscow-Washington prob- 
lems, said Rosenfeld, ‘‘do not 
lie in a shortage of economic 
links, they lie in a surfeit of 
strategic and political ten- 
sions and of differences in 
values.

Year-round schools 
aren‘t a new idea

SPRINGFIELD — Not all 
children in Dlinois go to school 
for nine months and have a 
three-month vacation. 

Take those attending the 
Valley View school district in 
Lockport. Or those in the Chi- 
cago district of DuSable, 
which includes Lowell, Rosten 
and Libby Elementary 
Schools and Dyatt Middle 
School. They’re’all on the 45- 
15 plan. 

This plan is one of several 
models for the scheduling of 
year-round schools. It works 
something like this. 

The neighborhood serving 
the school is divided into four 
sections. Each-section attends 
school for 45 days and then re- 
ceives a 15-day vacation. The 
attendance dates of the four 
sections are staggered so that 
only three sections occupy the 
building at any given date. 

“This way, families are 
never separated,” asserted 
Jack Robertson of the Office 
of the Superintendent of Pub-- 
lic Instruction’s instruction 
and curriculum section. ‘And 
teachers may work year- 
round with sabbatical leave to 
pursue their education.” 

The OSPI has a collection of 
materials ‘relating to the con- 
cept but is not “pushing” the 
idea, one way or another. 

The idea of year-round 
schools is not a new one. Back 
in the 1800s, large cities in- 
cluding New York, Buffalo 
and Chicago were operating 
this way, according to a study 
on the feasibility of the year- 
round schools compiled by the 
OSPI. However, they soon de- 
creased their calendar until 
the number of school days 
stabilized from 160 to 180 
days. (Schoolchildren in 
many European countries are 
in classes 210 days a year or 
longer.) - 

Earnest consideration of 
utilizing schools throughout 
the year began in the 1960s. 
“In 1961, the Illinois legisla- 
ture passed the first of three 
revisions of the school code 
designed to permit the year- 
round schools,” states the. 


study. 

Although parental support 
of the plan was low — a 1961 
Gallup poll indicated 70 per 
cent of the parents were op- 
posed to this plan — 25 dis- 
tricts across the nation were 
operating: on year-round 
schedules for the 1972-73 
school year. Many utilized the 
45-15 plan. 

The Valley View district, 
which began the plan in May, 
1970, is the “home” of 45-15 


format. Its origination was 
stemmed by the necessity of 
finding more space for a 
growing enrollment. During 
the ten years prior to its im- 
plementation, student enroll- 
mentin the district had grown 
from 100 to 10,000. This was a 
direct result of the massive 
population shift from Chicago 
proper to the suburbs, accord- 
ing to a two-year evaluation of 
the program compiled by the 
OSPI 


With the increase in student 
numbers came a decrease in 
assessed valuation behind 
each student “because houses 
were being built with little ac- 
companying growth in com- 
mercial or industrial wealth. 
Houses were substituted for 
farm land as taxable wealth. 

“Despite the residents as- 
sessing increasingly high tax 
rates on themselves, the legal 
maximum’ for building (in- 
debtedness not to exceed 5 per 
cent of the assessed valu- 
ation) was reached.” 

After experimenting with 
the double-shift sessions, the 
parents exhibited disapproval 
and a move was on to devise a 
suitable year-round program. 
The result was the first 45-15 
plan. 

‘After two years of oper- 
ation, a study was conducted 
and the results indicated that 
both the staff and the commu- 
nity displayed a positive atti- 
tude toward it. 

Specifically, the community 
was most positive about these 
aspects of the plan: 

— Avoidance of 
crowded classrooms. 

— Efficient use of tax mon- 
ey. 

— Better use of vacation 


over- 


time. t 

— A shift in special educa- 
tion from a cooperative 
among several districts to an 
in-district program. 

— Quality of elementary in- 
struction, especially in the 
field of reading. 

It was also found that ab- 


“senteeism was higher in the 


winter months than the sum- 
mer, a fact that was not fore- 
seen. Too, teachers found it 
was “not much harder” to 
teach under the 45-15 plan 
than the traditional nine 
months schedule. Dozens of 
reasons for this attitude were 
given including the fact that 
many liked the added income 
made possible by the 12- 
month employment while 
others cited tife possibility of 
spreading 180 days of teach- 
ing over 240 days. 

The most significant prob- 
lem involved the “‘unantici- 
pated pressures inherent in

Sen. Jackson has made it 
clear that he does not oppose 
detente across the board. But 
he believes that the United 
States should be more tough 
in its dealing with the Soviets. 


Appearing on the televised 
“Meet the Press” program. 
Sunday, July 14, Jackserr said 
trade concessions to the Sovi- 
et Union should be tied to an 
agreement by Moscow to cut 
military spending. 

“The question is,’+ accord- 
ing to Jackson, ‘‘why should 
we subsidize the Soviet indus- 
trial-military complex while 
they expand?” 

Jackson, a 1976 presidential 
hopeful, said his proposals to 
put conditions on trade deals 
and lowered tariffs sought by 
Moscow were attempts to 
drive hard bargains, not to 
interfere in Soviet domestic 
affairs.

Too, half of the 16 units are 
designated ‘‘maximum 
security” and half “minimum 
security.” 

“The only difference be- 
tween the two types is that the 
maximum security units will 
have a sink and toilet in each 
room because if may be 
necessary to lock each room 
at night,” the superintendent 
related. 

“The minimum security 
units will have centrally lo- 
cated bathroom facilities, and 
the unit will be locked rather 
than each room.” 

In 1961 there was no staff 
except guards. Today the 
staff totals 242. 

“We anticipate that we'll 
need an additional 80-100 new 
employes to handle new serv- 
ices made available by the ex- 
panded facility, such as 
security-related people and 
additional dietary workers,” 
he said. 

In the past, the average 
stay was five years before a 
patient left the hospital either 
to stand trial or return to a 
minimum security facility. 
Today it is 16 months. 

“This is a dramatic de- 
crease in the length of stay,” 
Dr. Brelje commented. ‘I 
think it is attributable to our 
staff.”” 

Another real problem of the 
old building is the fact that 
facilities are physically fall- 
ing apart. 

“We may have to hold this 
thing together with Band-aids 
until the move is made."’

WALTER KNOTT: Keeper 
Of The Flame; by Helen Kooi- 
man; Plycon Press, 236 
pages; $7.95.

As the author states, this is 
not a critical biography. Like 


the famed chicken dinners i 


Knott's Berry Farm in Sou 
ern California, it is strictly 
family ‘style. It. will give 
pleasure not only to members 
of the Knott family, but to 
many of the visitors who have 
flocked by the ‘millions since 
1920 to share the farm’s 
wholesome hospitality. Unlike 
routine biographies, there isa 
homelike quality about it that 
touches the heart and re- 
freshes the spirit. 

It traces the story of Walter 
and Cordelia Knott, two ten 
ant farmers who made good. 

Starting with nothing but 
their bare hands and an abid- 
ing faith in America and its 
promise, they transformed 
what began as a berry patch 
into one 6f the world’s fore- 
most tourist attractions. To- 
day the farm is a whole com- 
plex of restaurants, shops and 
amusements, in a tranquil 
setting of tall trees with an oc- 
casional clucking hen picking 
its way among them. The 
Knotts never planned it that 
way, but, simply took advan- 
tage of each opportunity as it 
arose, without ever taking ad- 
vantage of people. They kept. 
their hopes and their stand- 
ards uniformly high. 

The unusual thoughtfulness 
and concern for others, which 
came so naturally to Walter 
and Cordelia Knott, proved a 
factor in their success. It dis- 
tressed Walter, for instance, 
to see so many of his guests 
waiting in such long lines for 
their food. So he dreamed up 
things to fill the waiting time 
for them pleasantly as well as 
instructively. 

‘That was how the’entertain- 
ment features of the farm 
originated, one after another 

the authentic restoration of. 
a pioneer town in the Old 
West, the picturesque. rides 
for children, the gold-pan- 
ning, the Gypsy encampment. 

All were vivid reminders of 
our American heritage, up to 
and including 4 full-scale rep- 
lica of Independence Hall 
where our nation began. The 
patriotism of Walter and Cor- 
delia Knott was innate, as un- 
obtrusive as their many acts 
of personal kindness over the 
years to friends, employes, 
even virtual strangers. 

Walter Knott is a million- 
aire now, but he is probably 
one of the most unassuming 
millionaires in the world. 
Neat, small-boned and very 
alert, he comes to his office 
each day wearing a coat- 
sweater and old felt hat. 
Though his children moved 
into better homes, he insisted 
on staying in the little house 
he originaily built at the farm 
behind the frésh chicken 
parts stand and the shelves of 
jam. 


Each night for years he 
dried the family dinner 
dishes, and sometimes got up 
at 4 a.m. to stir the milk- 
gravy for the mashed pota- 
toes served on the restaurant 
chicken dinners. 

While success has not 
changed Walter Knott, be 
learned that being in a high 
tax bracket is not all roses. He 
tells of the Internal Revenue 
agent who moved in several 
years ago and for six months 
occupied desk space at the 
farm, checking every. penny 
spent and the duties of every 
employe. ‘But isn't this my 
place, and can’t I hire any- 
body I warit?” Walter asked. 
“No, you can’t!” answered 
the tax man, explaining that 
since 70 cents of every Knott 
dollar belongs to the govern- 
ment, its agents have a right 
to make sure not a cent is 
spent for noncommercial pur- 
poses, even patriotic ones. 
Walter wonders mildly if the 
Founding Fathers had any 
such ideas, when they , 
launched this land of liberty. 

Here is the first book-length 
biography of Walter Knott, 
though possibly it will not be 
the last. The man himself is a 
part of America’s history and, 
hopefully, of its future as well. 
His staunch principles, his 
steadfast devotion to truth, 
his unsentimental kindness 
and generosity can serve as 
an inspiration to Americans, 
young and old. Walter Knott's 
personality is faithfully re- 
flected in this well-written 
volume and makes it memo- 
rable. It should be on the. 
shelves of every public and 
private library in the United 
States, so that Americans 
may kriow what their country 
was — and still can be.

State water 
supplies 
sufficient 


widespread 
agricultural dryness and 
drought, water supplies 
throughout Illinois are not 
seriously affected as yet ac- 
cording to Dr. William C. 
Ackermann, chief of the Illinois 
State Water Survey. 

According to Ackermann, 
July precipitation was below 
normal in all but the northeast 
section of the state. Rainfall 
amounts ranged from 3.69 in- 
ches in the northeast to 1.45 
inches in the southwest. The 
southwest section was 1.89 
inches below normal and the 
northeast was 0.42 inches above 
normal. The state as a whole 
reported a departure of 1.29 
inches below normal. 

Many Illinois ‘streams were 
well above flood stage at the 
beginning of July. On July 2, the 
Illinois River at Beardstown 
was nearly 11 feet above flood 
stage. On July 12, the Illinois 
River was four feet over its 
banks at Beardstown. By the 
end of July, streams had 
returned from flood levels to 
seasonal normals. 

Water supply reservoirs in 
the state are generally full. 
Lake Shelbyville remains above 
normal at 12.69 feet above 
normal pool stage. Rend Lake is 
0.71 feet above normal pool 
elevation. Lakes Bloomington 
and Decatur show a_ slight 
decrease in storage.

Mental health unit to 


direct drug 


By MARY LOU MANNING 
Springfield—The Department. 
of {Mental Health and 
"Development Disabilities 
fought hard not to get control of 
the newly-created Dangerous 
Drug Commission. 
“We fought so hard not to 
have the commission assigned 
to this department,” explained 


Dr. LeRoy Levitt, director of: 


the DMHDD, ‘‘because the 
problem of drug affects many 
sections of our society.” 

The newly-created com- 
mission will act as the state 
planning agency for the 
development of a com- 
prehensive state-wide plan for 
the improvement of drug abuse 
facilities and programs 
throughout TIllinois. This 
procedure was mandated by the 
Federal Drug Abuse Office and 
Treatment Act of 1972 


“‘] feel that we have the first” 


or second best drug plan‘in the 
country,” Levitt said. 

The commission consists of 11 
members, eight of which are 
directors of state health care 
departments, Three members 
will be appointed by the 
governor and approved by the 
Senate. 

“We will be supported by a 20- 
man advisory panel,'’ said 
Levitt, who is a member of the 
commission. 

“During our recent 
organizational meeting, we 
addressed ‘ourselves to support 
for drug abuse. clinics in 
downstate Illinois,” he said. 


programs 
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“Many of the programs sup- 
ported by the Illinois Drug 
Abuse Program are centered 
around Chicago. We will try to 
focus on cities such as Car- 
borgale. Bloomington, Cairo.” 

The IDAP, now in its sixth 
year, represents a joint effort 
between the DMHDD and the 
University of | Chicago’s 
Department of Psychiatry., 
Since its inception, more than* 
10,000 persons have voluntarily 
applied for treatment at one of 
46 treatment centers throughout 
the state. 

The new commission is also 
charged with coordinating the 
funding of drug abuse functions, 
and accepting grants and 
services from the federal 
government, which will be 
deposited into the commission's 
fund. 

“We anticipate a constant 
flow of treatment money,” the 
mental health chief executive 
said. A 

The legislation also provides 
for the collection of in- 
dentification and arrest data 
from all federal, state and local 
law enforcement agencies. This 
information will be used in drug 
treatment, research, 
evaluation, licensing, 
regulation and monitoring and 
will remain confidential. 

“This is one of the more 
forward pieces of legislation in 
the country,” Levitt stated.

Schmitt starts 25th year_a

Press-Record Sports Writer 
During this year’s sports 

banquet at Granite City High 
School South, that school’s 
wrestling coach, William Sch- 
mitt, stood before the audience 
and said, “In all my years of 
coaching at this school, we 
would have to search high and 
low to find a scrappier and more 
determined bunch of matmen 
then we had this season. 

“These are the wrestlers of 
the number one team in 
Southern Illinois.” 

The gleam and look in the 
eyes of the young matmen. 
seated on the stage reflected, 
‘We are the wrestlers of the 
number one coach in Southern 
Illinois.’ 

The squad had battled its way 
to a 19-2 season record and won 
championship after cham- 
pionship—the Granite City 
Holiday Tournament, South- 
western Conference, 17th 
District title; third consécutive 
sectional crown—before placing 
seventh at the state finals. 

“You can’t measure coaching 
in terms of dollars and cents,” 
said the man who this season 
will start his 25th year as head 
of the Warrior wrestling team. 

“You measure it in terms of 
satisfaction and. gratification. 
There’s nothing in this whole 
world more gratifying than to 
meet one of your former 
students somewhere, discuss 
the good old days, and have him 
say, “Thanks coach, for all you 
did for me.” 

“The. school was con- 
templating giving up the 
wrestling program here when 
Lawrence McCauley (the late 
wrestling coach and school 
principal) gave lup coaching,” 
recalls Walt Whitaker, one of 
Schmitt’s former students who 
later joined his wrestling staff 
and now is mat coach at Granite 
City High School North. 

“But some of the school board 
members at that time were real 
wrestling fans and decided that 
since we had had a successful 
program under McCauley, not 
to drop it, and they set out to 
find us a coach.” 

Whitaker stated that when 
Schmitt came to Granite City at 
the start of the 1950-51 season 
that with him came state 
prominence to this city. 

“I was fortunate to be his 
captain that first year. He 
showed us a lot of techniques 
that we had never seen before 
that really gave us an edge over 
other teams.” 

Coach Schmitt, who as a high 
school student at Alton was an 
outstanding wrestler and a 
national YMCA champion, 
remembers his first year here 
as being a successful one. 

“As I recall, we had a 14-0 
season. That was pretty good to 
start off with but, it has been a 
pretty difficult one to match.” 

But the former coach of 
Western Military Academy, 
before coming here, kept intact 
the Warriors record of 
possessing the oldest, longest 
and only perfect record of 
earning a state berth every year 
since the Illinois mat cham- 
pionships began in 1937. 

Under his tenure in 1957, the 
school claimed the highest

score for a non-champion team 
at state with 41 points. Eight 
years later, Schmitt and his 
matmen returned from state 
and with them carried the first 
state trophy ever presented to a 
Southern Illinois school. 

“That was the year we 
weren't expected to do 
anything,” he reminisced. 

“We had a victory string of 
133 wins broken earlier in the 
season by Mehlville, but that 
didn't seem to stop us. In fact it 
seemed to give the kids extra 
incentive to close out the year 
with something they could 
remember. 

“We got to the state finals and 
five of our seven wrestlers 
scored to earn us the title.” 

Not all the years were as 
productive as the head mentor 
felt they should have been. 

‘In 1968 we lost four meets, 
which is the most we’ve ever 
lost since I've been here. I think 
our recored was something like 
13-4-1, but that still was a 
respectable season. 

“Tt is one of those years that a 
coach likes to forget, but, at the 
same time, it was satisfying to 
me from the standpoint that 
those kids really came along. 
They were relatively green at 
the start of the season.” 

In 1970, the Warriors 
championed the Peoria 
quadrangular, Ritenour in- 
vitational, Southwestern 
Conference tourney, IHSA 
District, IHSA Sectional and 
sent five representatives to the 
IHSA state meet. They ended 
the season with a 16-2 record. 

The end of the 1972 season saw 
the Granite City team fifth in 
the state with a perfect 21-0 
record and a 180 consecutive 
victories over Southern Illinois 
teams.

Pasture is a crop that often is 
not fully utilized on many 
farms. In today's agriculture,

many farms produce only grain 
and no livestock. To utilize this 
pasture as a productive part of 
a grain farm, pasture is often 
rented to neighbors to produce 
Tivestock. 

‘The question is often raised on 
how should a fair pasture rental 
rate be determined. 

One method of arriving at a 
fair pasture rental is to 
determine the hay yield in tons 
per acre that the pasture will 
produce during the growing 
season. Take the number of tons 
of hay produced in one season 
times the current market price 
of that type of hay. Subtract 
from this the hay harvesting 
cost. This will provide an 
estimate as to what a yearly 
rental tate should be. 

The second method would be 
to determine a monthly rental 
rate. Recently the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture 
released estimates of cash rent 
for 1974. The following selec- 
tions are from the U.S.D.A. data 
concerning average monthly 
rates per head for pasturing 
cattle on privately owned land 
in the cornbelt. 

In 1972 the average monthly 
rate charged per head was 
$3.08. In 1973 the rate was $3.70 
per head and in 1974 the rate 
was $4.63. It must be remem- 
bered that these figures 
represent state averages and 
represent a wide range in soil 
productivity. 

Cropland is often rented on a 
cash basis. the U.S.D.A. 
recently released estimates of 
average cash rent for cropland 
in Illinois. In 1972 the gross cash 
rent paid for an acre of cropland 
was $38.05. In 1973 the rate was

$41.55 per acre and in 1974 the 
rate was $52.65. The ratio of the 
gross cash rent to the value of, 
the land in 1974 was 6 per cent. 


Illinois will produce small grain 
yields. And chopping it as corn 
silage for use in beef rations is 
not only an effective way to 
utilize it, but may also help 
offset high grain prices that’ 
beef producers now face. 

However, droughty plants ° 
often contain high nitrate 
contents that may harm . 
livestock if excessive amounts .- 
are fed. In addition, ensiling 
corn high in nitrate content.may — 
result in the production of ~ 
nitrogen oxide in the silo. This‘ 
gas is deadly poisonous to both 
humans and livestock. 

Be careful at silo filling time. *. 
Be sure to run the blower for 10 
to 15 minutes before entering 
the Silo. And even then be sure’ 
to have another person present ~ 
when you enter an upright silo.” 

All drought affected corn 
should be suspect. But fields 
that received high nitrogen: 
rates or fields that have high 
plant populations are most*. 
likely to contain high nitrate’ 
levels. - 

The lower parts of the plants‘. 
contain the highest nitrate~ 
content. Therefore, you can” 
reduce the amount of nitrates in 
the feeding by cutting extra, 
high—15,{0 18 inches. Since light - 
is also essential for nitrate 
reduction, nitrate levels+will be 
higher in the morning than in. 
the afternoon and higher on* 
cloudy days than on sunny days.

Create a new sanitary district and dissolve the East Side levee district 


\ Quad-Cityans will not have to 
decide until Nov. 5 whether to create 
a new Sanitary District replacing 
the East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District. 

Nevertheless, it is important that 
they start becoming familiar with 
the proposal, particularly since local 
votes could be decisive. State Rep. 
Monroe Flinn of Cahokia, sponsor of 
the .referendum call, believes 
backers and opponents in the St. 
Clair Courity portion of the district 
may be about everily divided. 

The proposal includes both ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. 

The chief benefit—vesting of ad- 
ministrative authority in an ap- 
pointed professional engineer—and 
other aspects of the changeover 
would not become effective until 
December 1976 even if approved this 
fall, as Rep. Flinn interprets the 
legislation. 

House Bill 2143, passed by both 
the Illinois Senate and House and 
signed by Gov. Daniel Walker, 
leaves the district largely under its 
present enabling act of May 17, 1907. 
Its overall mission would remain ‘‘to 
drain and protect from overflow for 
sanitary purposes and to provide for 
sewage disposal.” 

Instead of a board of trustees 
elected by the public, there would be 
a board of commissioners, whose 
function would place more emphasis 
on policy setting and less on directly 
supervising operation of the network 
of drainage lines, levees and pump- 
ing stations. 

St. Clair County would continue 
to provide three members and the 
Quad-Cities two; assessed valuation 
within the two portions of the district 
would continue to govern which area 
has the board majority. 

Appointments would be made by 
the county board chairman within 
each portion, presumably Nelson 

Hagnauer, present Madison County 
Board chairman, and Victor Canty, 
favored for election as St. Clair 
County board leader in November 
balloting. The chairman of the 
Madison County Board is chosen an- 


nually by the 29 elected in county 
board districts, from among their 
ranks. Selection of levee com- 


missioners would be subject to the 
advice and consent of the two county 
boards. ‘ 

The new sanitary district would 
be obligated for the same _ in- 
debtedness as the present levee 
system and would continue to levy a 
tax against the real and personal 
property tax base.

“The presence of the gover- 
nor was always felt in the leg- 
islature, particularly with 
Stratton. If there was an im- 
passe we felt we could go 
down to the second floor. Both 
sides would go down where 
they could find somebody who 
talked the language of both.” 

During the hectic days of 
the recent legislature, more 
than one lawmaker talked 
about the days 15 years ago 
when Stratton and Powell 
could reach an agreement and 


home care for the ill; ad-

The mold, blown in through an 
open window, was destroying 
the bacteria.

results. He put the penicillin 
up against the bacteria that 
cause pneumonia, diphtheria 
and serious throat infections. 
It killed them all. 

When Fleming grew the 
raold in broth, the bright yel- 
low germ-killing liquid fil- 
tered out, indicating it could 
travel through the blood- 
stream and parts of the body. 
The old antiseptics could not. 

But when Fleming reported 
his findings in 1929 to the 
Medical Research Club, its 
members were unimpressed. 

German scientists by this 
time were producing infec- 
tion-fighting sulfa drugs. 

Yet Fleming worked on, 
virtually unnoticed. In 1939, 
when war was declared and 
Britain was cut off from the 
sulfa drugs, a frantic search 
began for new antiseptics. 

The task was to find a mold 
that could produce penicillin 
swiftly and in huge quantities. 
The job went to a U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture 
laboratory in Peoria, Ill., only

CHESTNUT 
(Castanea dentata) 


In addition to its large, spiny fruits, the 
chestnut can be distinguished by its sharply 
toothed leaves. It is found primarily in south- 
ern Illinois. A large tree, once flourishing in 
rocky woodlands, the chestnut often attains 
heights of 100 feet and more, with a trunk di- 
ameter of up to three feet and a broadly 
rounded crown. The spiny burr grows up to 
two inches in diameter, is brown, and when 
split open reveals up to three flattened nut- 
lets. Its soft, reddish-brown wood is light in 
weight and is used in furniture, interior fin- 
ishing and for fireplace fuel. The nuts are edi- 
ble delicacies. The largest known species in 
Dlinois is found in Ogle County and is 72 feet 
high with a trunk circumference of 13 feet.

Moldy 
Mary, as she was called, 
came back one day with a rot- 
ten cantaloupe on which the 
mold was prolific, producing 
50 times as much penicillin as 
the original Fleming strain. 

In 1945, Fleming and two 
golleagues, Howard Florey 
and Ernest B. Chain, received 
the Nobel Prize for their com- 
bined discoveries. Florey and 
Chain were the first to extract 
pure penicillin from mold. 

Fleming, however, was 
known as the father of penicil- 
lin. He was knighted by the 
queen of Englarid and honored 
all over the world. 

Thus the era of the anti- 
biotic had arrived. Scientists 
looked in the strangest places 
for their germ killers. Selman 
A. Waksman, a Russian-born 





tionment brought 24 new 
members from Cook County 
to Springfield.

Waks- 
man received the Nobel Prize 
for his discovery in 1952, just 
as the bacteria were develop- 
ing a resistance to the anti- 
biotic. In that year another 
drug, isoniazid, joined the 
battle against the great white 


plague. 

Without Waksman’s dis- 
covery, however, tuberculosis 
still might be a formidable 
killer. For instance, if it had 
continued at the 1923 death 
rate, tuberculosis would have 
claimed about 200,000 lives. 
That's like wiping out a city 
the size of Madison, Wis.

stincts you have a lot of com- 
pany. People throughout the 
world have been hoarding 
gold for centuries. Now, very 
soon, you too may be able to 
become a gold bug. 

Congress has approved leg- 
islation effective Dec. 31 re- 
moving past restrictions on 
private pe ownership in the 
United States. It needs only 
President Nixon’s signature 
to become law. 

But how much do you know 
about gold? 

Who has most of it? Where 
does it come from? Why does 
it have value? 

Some of the answers are 


easy. * 

A known total of $49.81 bil- 
Jion in gold, valued at the rate 
of $42.22 (U.S. dollars) per 
ounce, is officially held by na- 
tions belonging to Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, by the 
fund itself, and various offi- 
cial international organiza- 
tions. 

Of this the industrialized 
nations of Europe have by far 
the most, $21.55 billion worth, 
but among single nations the 
United States leads the world. 

It has $11.65 billion in-gold 
followed in this order by: 
West Germany, $4.96 billion; 
France, $4.26 billion; Switzer- 
land, $3.51 billion, and Italy, 
$3.48 billion. 

‘The amount held by Com- 
munist countries is not known 
since only Yugoslavia and 
Romania belong to the fund 
and have to make such official 


disclosures. 
But the Joint Congressional 


Economic Committee was re- 
cently told that in 1972 the 
Soviet Union had gold re 
serves of 1,950 tons and pre- 
sumably now has in excess of 
2,000 tons or perhaps between 
$2.5 billion and $3 billion 
worth, computed at the offi- 
cial IMF rate of $42.22 per_- 
ounce. “ 

If any of these holdings 
were computed at the open 
market rate, recently hover- 
ing around $158 per ounce in 
London, they would more than 
triple in value. 

Why should any metal have 
such high value? U.S. curren- 
cy can no longer be redeemed 
in gold. Why does the United 
States store its gold in heavily 
guarded vaults at Fort Knox, 
Ky., and elsewhere? 

Why was gold worth $20.66 
an ounce in 1900 when the 
United States set an official 
rate for the first time, $35 an 
ounce after President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt increased the 
price in 1934? Finally, why 
$42.22 an ounce as an official 

- value today? 

It has that value simply be- 
cause nations of the world 
have agreed on the figure as 
the basis for calculating the 
relationship of their various 
currencies, expressed in 
— of gold. 

it more simply, gold has 
value because it is not com- 
mon, is universally for 
its beauty and durability and 
is accepted everywhere as 
having value. It has value be- 
cause all men say it has value 
whether they can prove it or 


not. 

Technically, goldis a dense, 
bright yellow, lustrous metal- 
lic element that is virtually 
indestructible. It has been 
prized from primitive times. 
Some of the earliest artwork 
was done in gold. It very early 
became an acceptable medi- 
um of exchange. 

Geologists tell us gold is 
widely dispersed throughout 
the earth's crust, probably 
carried up from great depths 
within the earth, partly in 
solution and deposited in vari- 
ous ways. 

In ancient times it was 
much more rare than today, 
and very early was immortal- 
ized in the famous legend of 
“Jason and the Golden 
Fleece,’’ based on an expedi- 
tion around 1200 B.C. to seize 
gold washed out of river sands 
with the aid of sheepskins. 

Not until discovery of the 
Americas did it begin to ap- 
pear in large quantities. From 
1492 until 1600 more than eight 
million ounces came from 
Soyth America. Another 48 
million ounces were mined 
between 1700 and 1800. 


The discovery of gold at 
Sutter's Mill in: California in 
1849 set off North America’s 
greatest Gold Rush. In a 12- 
month period some 2.5 million 
ounces passed through buy- 
ers’ and dealers’ hands. 


Today South Africa, which 
had its own major gold rush in 
the Transvall many decades 
ago, leads the world in gold 
production — 852 tons mined 


in 1973, down from 909 tons in _ 
1972. 

The Soviet Union is next 
with perhaps 229 tons a year, 
although that is only an edu- 
cated guess. What is known is 
that the Soviet Union, despite 
being a Communist nation, 
prizes gold and sells it regu- 
larly, in effect using it as for- 
eign exchange. It sold 330'tons 
of gold in 1973, and so-far in 
1974 another 280 tons. 

What happens to all of this 
gold? 

The amount that ends up as 
official government reserves 
is known, but not the total that 
is held privately by indi- 
viduals. There have been 
some educated guesses that 
this could total 100 million 
ounces or more. 

Frenchmen, who have had 
some bitter experiences with 
rapidly depreciating curren- 
cy, have traditionally prized . 
and hoarded gold. French 
citizens are believed to have 
up to 10 million ounces 
stashed away. 

Now Americans presum- 
ably will be able to join the 
hoarders, even bid for gold on 
the open markets that flourish 
in Europe. 

Some feel that in a world 
riddled by inflation holding 
gold is a permanent and sen- 
sible hedge. There have been 
some suggestions all this bid- 
ding could eventually drive 
the price of gold up to $500 an 


ounce.

Cite discrepancies in conduct of 
women's athletic programs 


By MARY LOU MANNING ~ 

A field was taken from the 
women and given to the men: 
Southern Illinois University, 
Carbondale. 

During a weekend last year, 
the women's swimming team 
left Urbana by car at 5:30 a.m. 
and, after traveling four hours, 
competed in a swimming meet. 
Because of inclement weather, 
the team decided to spend the 
night in DeKalb. In order to 
avoid lodging expenses, the 
women slept on a lounge floor in 
a dormitory: University ‘of 
Illinois, | Champaign-Urbafa. 

When the women travel, they 
are restricted in food 
allocations. This school year, 
their, meal budget will be set at 
$5.50 per day as compared to the 
men's budget of $10.50; Western 
Illinois University, Macomb. 

These are only a few 
discrepancies between men 
and women athletic programs 
at state universities recently 
cited by a report compiled by 
the House Subcommittee on 
Higher Education. 

Information for the report 
was gathered during a series of 
four hearings held throughout 
the state. It is purported to be 
the first report on the subject of 
women’s athletics ever un- 
dertaken, according to Rep. 
Jack Beaupre, D-Bourbonnais, 
chairman of the subcommittee. 

Representatives of nine state 
public universities appeared for 
testimony. However, Nor- 
theastern Illinois University 
along with most other ‘junior 
colleges did not respond, and 
the intention to include the 
community colleges in the 
report was dropped. 

Sexual discrepancies were 
found in all areas of women’s 
collegiate athletics including 
facilities,

equipment, coaching, ad- 
ministration and publicity, 
according to the 106-page 
report. 

For example it was found that 
in most cases, women athletes 
were assigned to rejected male 
facilities. Women's allowances 
for food generally ran around $4 
per day. Although every in- 
stitution had an athletic 
director, most often the office 
concerns itself solely with male 
activities, Usually, men's 
coaches are recruited while the 
women’s coaches have been 
hired as physical education 
teachers. 

Typical of the universities is 
Northern Illinois University, 
DeKalb, which offers 11 sports 
for men and 10 for women. Last 
year, the men received $205,261 
from students fees for athletic 
scholarships; the women 
received none. For intramural 
activities, the men received 
$27,000 in student fees and $8,786 
in state appropriations while 
the women received $5,000 in 
student fees and $7,334 from 
state funds.- 

Lack of operating funds has 
adversely affected the women’s 
program, according to the 
report. Women athletes have 
“suffered” in terms of 
restricted food and @favel 
budgets. However, for the 
coming year, their food 
allocation will be increased to $7 





per day. 
The chairman of , the 
Department “of Physical 


Education for Women indicated 
that the women need additional 
help in terms of personnel. 
Specifically, she ‘asked for 
additional ‘coaches, graduate 
assistants, an athletic trainer 
and a part-time secretary 
Assistant coaches are 
especially desired. 

The women receive prac- 
tically no funds for athletic 
scholarships. They used $936 for 
financial assistance. And even 
though women comprise 48 per 
cent of NIU’s total enrollment, 
the men received 100 per cent of 
the $273,000 grant-in-aid money 
alloted thé institution.

Congressman Melvin Price 
(Dem., 23rd Ill.) has advised 
that certain cities in his district 
must enroll in a Federal flood 
insurance program before July 
1, 1975, in order to retain 
eligibility for Federal disaster 
assistance. + 

The communities not enrolled 
as of Aug. 8 are Edwardsville, 
Fayetteville, Freeburg, 
Highland, | New Athens, 
Smithton and Swansea. 

Under provision of the Flood 
Disaster Protection Act of 1973, 
certain areas are identified as 
having special flood hazards. 


Communities containing such _ 


areas must enroll in the 
National Flood Insurance 
Program so residents will be 
protected financially against 
future flood losses. If a com- 
munity fails to enroll before 
July 1, 1975; flood insurance will 
not be available. 

Cong. Price is encouraging 
the communities that have not 
yet enrolled to apply to the 
Federal Insurance 
Administration in Washington. 

+ ++ 

After President Nixon an- 
nounced his resignation, Cong. 
Price said the action “‘permits 
the nation to forego an 
exhausting impeachment trial 
and clears the way for 
restoration of confidence in 
executive leadership. 

“The President's resignation 
is no cause for joy or partisan 
satisfaction,” said the 
Congressman. “It is a sad time 
in American history “when a 
man of acknowledged ac- 
complishment must leave the 
nation’s highest office under the 
present circumstances.” 

“But the resignation does 
demonstrate that the American 
system of Government retains 
its remarkable vigor and 
resilience,” he said.
